PARENTS TO BLAME 
FOR ERRING YOUTH 


Alabama's Commissioner 
of Public Welfare, Miss Lou- 
la Dunn, has tossed the 
blame for growing juvenile 
delinquency right back in 
the laps of those who yell 
the loudest about it —the 
adults. The commissioner, 
who is in close touch with 
the situation, claims that the 
grown-ups ~ concentrate on 
their own laxity of purpose 
and control instead of be- 
moaning the headlong 
Night of the younger gener- 
ation along the highway to 
Hades. 

“We should indict 
selves first,’’ she said. 
just a little boring to hear 
all the time about the mis- 
conduct of our boys and 
girls, when we reflect on ad- 
ult sins of omission and 
commission, 

“The situation 
with very positive evidence 
of ill effect of war upon con- 
ditions,’’ Miss Dunn said in 
response to questioning. ‘“Ju- 
venile delinquency is in- 
creasing, overall problems 
involving children handled 
by my department have just 
about doubled, the number 
of children born out of wed- 
lock is mounting since the 
war.” 

“But,” she emphasized 
“adult lack of understand- 
ing, indifferonce or just 
plain callousness are big 
factors in why boys and 
girls go wrong. The prob- 
lem is nationwide, not pecu- 
liar to Alabama, which has 
good laws for protection 
and salvage of children..’ 

As a silver lining to an 
otherwise not so pretty pic- 
ture, however, she has dis- 
covered in very recent 
weeks signs of an awaken- 
ing community spirit from 
one end of Alabama to the 
other. There was evidence, 
she said, that Alabama ad- 
ult leaders were beginning

Red Cross 


To Cover Wartime Needs 


WASHINGTON, D. C,—Confront- 
ed with responsibilities of unpre- 
cedented proportions, as the war 
enters its most crucial stage, and 


With a staggering task ahead in 
the post-war period, the American 
Red Cross opens its 1944 War Fund 
appeal March 1, confident that the 
American people will respond to 
the limit of their ability. 

President Roosevelt, president of 
the American Red Cross, Norman 
H. Davis, chairman and active head 
of the vast organization, and Leon 
Fraser, national War Fund chair- 
man, join in urging the people of 
this country to help Red Cross 
reach its national objective of 
$200,000,000 because of the vital 
part it must play within the next 
twelye months, 

Chairman Davis, in opening the 
campaign, will stress the fact that 
With the decisive stage of the war 
at hand, the Red Cross must as: 
sume a greater burden than ever 
before, and at the same time must 
provide aid to servicemen being 
returned in ever-increasing num- 
bers. 

Red Cross operations over the 
entire world during 1948 have 
dwarfed its activities during the 
first two years of war. 

An even greater burden will be 
placed on Red Cross services in 
1944, 

Thousands of American men and 
women are now in Red Cross serv- 
ice with U. S. troops at home bases 


and overseas, Wield directors, 
hospital, club and recreation work- 
ers are with American armed 


forces in virtually every command, 
Mr. Davis asserted. 

Both in Europe and in the Far 
Hast, Red Cross workers have 
either gone with invasion forces 
into new combat areas, or have 
followed within a very limited 
time. 

On the home front, 
Cross has broadened 


the Red 
its service 


tremendously, Field directora are 
serving in every sizable military 
establishment and camp through- 
out the country, and recreation and 
social service workers are located 
in Army and Naval hospitals. 

One of the most important and 
necessary war-time Red Cross func: 
tions has been ‘the collection of 
human blood for plasma, Thirty- 
five blood donor stations are now 
operating. 

The dramatic story of the Red 
Cross Blood Donor Service, through 
which thousands of soldiers and 
sailors have been saved from death, 
began in February, 1941, when the 
Surgeons General of the Army and 
Navy asked the Red Cross to pro- 
cure 15,000 pints of blood. Last year 
more than 3,700,000 pints of blood 
were collected for the Army and 
Navy. This year the goal is more 
than 6,000,000 pints. 

With major battles of the war 
yet to come, the Army has asked 
the Red Cross to supply many mil- 
lions of surgical dressings. American 
men wounded in battle will depend 
acutely on the vast Red Cross 
surgical dressing production pro- 
gram. 

Numerous other Red Cross home 
operations, such as Prisoner of 
War packaging centers, where more 
than a million parcels for war 
prisoners are prepared each month 
for’ shipment overseas, are sup- 
ported by citizen-participation in 
the Red Cross War Fund. 

So extensive is Red Cross service 
during this war that every Amer- 
{ean civillan can contribute some- 
thing to at least one of its func- 
tions. To continue this gigantic 
work, all Americans must assume 
their share of the responsibility of 
carrying on this far-reaching service. 

The $200,000,000 quota will en- 
able Red Cross to alleviate suffer 
ing and pain at home and abroad, 
and to carry on its vast military 
welfare service.

illness. She was injured 
Monday night, February 14, 
on the Opp-Florala highway 
when the autoombile in 
which she and several mem- 
bers of her family were rid- 
ing was wrecked. Details 
of the accident are not avail- 
able at this writing. 

Mrs. McCollough was re- 
turned to her home in Elba 
and later carried to the hos- 
pital where she remained 
until her death. Many 
friends throughout this en- 
tire section of the county 
were deeply grieved at the 
news of her passing. She 
was the widow of the late 
W. S. McCollough.

CITY ELECTION IS 
CALLED FOR APRIL 4 


The City Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee Tuesday 
called a Caucus or primary 
clection to be held on Tues- 
day, April 4th, for the pur- 
pose of nominating a May- 
or and five Councilmen for 
the City of Elba. Should a 
run-off election be neces- 
essary, the committee has 
set Tuesday, April 11, as the 
date for a second primary. 
Candidates will have until 
midnight, Monday, March 
6, in which to file declara- 
tions of candidacy with the 
chairman of the committee 
and pay the fees that have 
been assessed. Officers to 
conduct the caucus have al- 
so been named. Below we 
give in full the resolution 
adopted Tuesday by the 
committee: 

Be it resolved by the City Dem- 
ocratic Committee of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, as follows: 

(1) ‘That a primary election or 
caucus be held in said City for 
the election of Mayor, one Coun- 
cilman at Large, and one Coun- 
cilman from each of the four 
wards of said City, the first pri- 
mary election or caucus to be held 
on the first Tuesday in April, be- 
ing April 4th, 1944, and the sec- 
ond primary election or caucus to 
be held on the second Tuesday 
in April, being the 11th day of 
April, 1944; the purpose of said 
primary elections and caucuses 
being to nominate candidates to 
be voted upon in the regular City 
Blection to be held on the 18th 
day of September, 1944. 

(2) That persons be allowed 
until midnight of Mare h 6th, 
1944, within which to qualify 
with the Chairman of the City 
Democratic Executive Committee 
as candidates in said election; 
and, that qualification fees be set 
as ‘follows: For Mayor, $10.00 
each; for Councilmen from the 
four wards, $2.50 cach; and for 
Councilman at Large, $5.00 each, 

(3) That officers to act in the 
holding of said primary elections 
or caucuses be designated as fol- 
lows:

(4) That. the candidates for 
each of said offices shall be nom- 
inated by the vote of the whole 
qualified electors of the City; 
provided, however, that candi- 
dates for Councilmen from the 
four wards of said City shall be 
residents of their respective wards. 
Persons living anywhere within 
the City, who are qualified elec- 
tors, may become qualified can- 
didates for Mayor and Council- 
man at Large. 

(5) That the persons partici- 
pating in said election as voters 
be limited to those whose names 
are upon the qualified voting list 
of the County, and who claim the 
City of Mlba as their place of 


residence or domicile.

GOALS AND SUPPORT 
PRICES ANNOUNCED

The State U.S.D.A., War 
Board has announced the 
1944 Production Goals for 


Coffee County. The War 
Food Administration has al- 
so announced 1944 Support 
Prices on farm products. 

The 1944 Production Goal 
figures for Coffee County 
are definitely known, In 
general there is very little 
difference between 1948 and 
1944 figures. The job, out- 
lined for the Coffee County 
farmer to do, however, in 
1944 is a big one. 


The support prices, an- 
nounced by the War Food 
Administrator, are subject 


to the action by the Con- 
gress making provisions for 
carrying out the program. 


Minimum Production Goals 
In discussing’ production 
goals the Agent believes the 
figures can best be under- 
stood by quoting the coun- 
ty’s total figure for a par- 
iicular product, and then 
quoting the figure that each 
plow (380.0 acres) in the 
county, will be expected to 
produce, in order to reach 
the total goal for that par- 
ticular product. ‘Fhe follow- 
ing figures are on that ba- 
sis. (First figures following 
name of product indicate 
Minimum County Goal and 
the last figures indicate Min- 
imum Unit Per Plow: 
Peanuts, 60,000 acres; 9.4 
acres. Milk, 1,848,838 gals. ; 
288.0 gals. Eggs, 994,000 
doz.; 154.7 doz. Chickens 
to raise, 272,000; 48.0. 
Sweet Potatoes, 3, 000 ac- 
res; .8 acre. Irish Potatoes, 
none assigned; enough for 
home use. Milk Cows, 5,300; 
1 in production entire year; 
Hogs (spring litter), 6,851; 
one, Hogs (fall litter), 
6,428; one. Cattle and 
Calves, 8,858; one. Corn, 
none assigned; 12 per cent 
increase over production de- 
sired; Cotton, none assign- 
ed; no increase over 1943 
desired. Oats, none assign- 
ed; 1944 acreage should be 
materially increased.

JESUS PRESENTS HIMSELF AS 
THE MESSIAH 


LESSON TEXT: Mark 11:1-10, 15-18. 

GOLDEN TEXT: Again the high priest 
asked him, and sald unto him, Art thou 
the Christ, the Son of the Blessed? And 
Jesus said, I am.—Mark 14:61, 62. 


As our Lord entered upon the last 
week of His earthly ministry, the 
time had come for Him to present 
Himself officially to His people as 
their Messiah, As He did so, we 
observe that He then had and now 
has a right to claim all that we have 
and are, as well as to exercise judg- 
ment over us, 

I. His Right to Property (vv. 1-7). 


We are so prone to call our pos- 
sessions our own, and to hold them 
for our selfish purposes. Just a mo- 
ment's reflection makes us aware 
that we are but stewards holding 
our things, as we hold ourselves, 
for the use of God. 

That means that the Lord need 
only send for what we have, and we 
should gladly yield it to Him, ‘‘The 
Lord hath need” is the only requisi- 
tion we need, He has absolute pri- 
ority. And yet the very fact that 
He has need of us and what we 
have, dignifies our service or sacri- 
fice on His behalf, 

How surprising it was that the 
One who made and upholds all 
things ol, 1:16, 17) should have to 
say, ‘The Lord hath need of him," 
in sending for a humble beast of 
burden. Yet therein lies a marvelous 
truth. He has graciously so ordered 
the universe that He has need of us 
and of our possessions, 

Let us also learn the important 
lesson of unquestioning obedience 
taught in yerse 4, ‘‘They went their 
way’’ to do what the Lord told them 
to do. How greatly simplified and 
glorified would be the lives of Chris- 
tian people if they would thus obey 
Christ. 


II. His Right to Praise (vv. 7-10). 


God says, ‘Him that offereth 
praise glorifieth me’ (Ps. 50:23), 
and the believer recognizes that 
“praise is comely for the upright” 
(Ps, 33:1). Jesus is entirely worthy 
of the praise of every heart and 
voice. 

Presenting Himself as their Mes- 
siah, Jesus received the enthusiastic 
acclaim of His disciples and friends, 
who were probably joined by others 
who were drawn by the excitement. 

The Pharisees did not join in (see 
Luke 19:39, 40) nor did the city, not 
even knowing who He was (Matt. 
21:10, 11). So it is today; some love 
and praise Him, some hate Him, 
others just ignore Him, Of which 
class are you? 

He gave Jerusalem and the nation 
a final opportunity to receive Him. 
It was not yet too late, but it was 
their last chance. Such a time comes 
in the life of everyone of us. They 
rejected Him. Do we? 

But even though some did reject, 
let us not forget that there were 
those who shouted, ‘‘Hosanna,’’ who 
cast their garments down before 
Him and waved palms of victory 
and joy. Thank God for their holy 
enthusiasm. Pray God that we may 
have a little more of it. 

II. His Right to Punish (vv, 15- 
18), : 

People like to hear about a God 
of love, one who knows their weak- 
ness, and is kind toward their in- 
firmities. But we must not forget 
that God shows His love by a great 
and holy hatred of sin, and a desire 
to deliver us from that sin. This 
means that He must and will deal 
in drastic fashion with those who 
persist in their sin. 

A second time He drove out from 
His Father’s house those who had 
made it a place of merchandise, of 
commercialized thievery, 

This is a majestic picture. The 
Son of God and Son of Man steps 
into the center of this unholy traffic 
and with mighty, holy indignation 
(not anger) drives it out. The peo- 
ple who had suffered long because of 
this religious racket, which paid a 
nice ‘‘cut’’ to the priests themselves 
(probably as a “‘gift’’ even as such 
things are managed now), were jubi- 
lant, 

We read in the same story in 
Matthew 21;12-22 that the boys who 
were in the temple (for such is 
doubtless the meaning of “children” 
in verse 15) were so delighted at 
this magnificent exercise of His di- 
vine authority that they broke out 
into ‘‘Hosannas,” which really 
amounted to a holy “Hurrah.” 

Well, why not? Hurrah for our 
Lord! He will not tolerate iniquity 
even though it hides under the cloak 
of religion. He is not afraid to speak 
out and to act against sin and cor- 
ruption, 

Possibly the church would reach 
a@ good many more men and boys 
in our day if it would step out in 
faith to fight the wrong and support 
the right. Then maybe the young 
men would shout, “Hurrah for the 
church,"’ 

The chief priests and scribes were 
afraid and displeased and began to 
plot against Him, The passage in 
Matthew indicates that their anger 
was aroused both by the acts of 
Jesus and the praise of the boys,

OLD TOPIC: 
White-Collar Wages 


Popular as a topic ever since the 
days of Charles Dickens’ stringy 
Bob Cratchit, low wages for white- 
collar workers now have come un- 
der the consideration of a senate 
labor committee, 


Regardless of general salary in- 
creases of 15 to 30 per cent for 
clerical workers and salesmen since 
1941, current earnings of many 
groups of non-manufacturing em- 
ployees remain relatively low, A. F, 
Hinrichs of the U. S. department of 
labor said. 


Although a survey in small towns 
showed store clerks have received 
boosts of 15 and 25 per cent and 
bank tellers increases of 5 to 10 per 
cent since 1941, straight time earn- 
ings of many groups remain less 
than 50 cents an hour, Hinrichs said. 
This averages less than $24 for a 48- 
hour week, and earnings are even 
lower in some other occupations, 
Hinrichs asserted. 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC: 
Gain in New Guinea 


Joining hands near Saidor after 
more than a month of fighting 
through rugged jungle, Australian 
and American forces prepared to 
lunge northward toward remaining 
Japanese positions on New Guinea's 
eastern coast. 

First Allied objective was the base 
of Madang, feeder point for the 
Japs’ inland positions, then Wewak, 
oft-pounded air base from which the 
enemy has sent up planes to harass 
Aussie and U. S. forces operating 
on New Guinea. 

On New Britain island to the east 
of New Guinea, U. S, air forces con- 
tinued to ‘smack at the major Jap 
air and supply base of Rabaul, and 
at the port of Kavieng on New 
Ireland to the northeast, also a cen- 
ter of feeder operations for barges 
stocking enemy strongholds in the 
surrounding area.

HIGHLIGHTS... in the week's news 


ITALY: 
Major Battle 


For the first time in the Italian 
campaign, major Allied and Ger- 
man armored forces met on level 
ground to slug it out, as the great 
battle for the Anzio beachhead be- 
low Rome raged. 

To the southeast, bloody mountain 
fighting continued, with the en- 
trenched Nazis stubbornly resisting 
advancing U. S and French sol- 
diers, crawling through fierce ma- 
chine-gun and mortar fire to root 
enemy units out of deeply dug de- 
fenses, 

Determined to fight a major battle 
in Italy far below the Po river val- 
ley in the north, the Nazis poured 
thousands of troops in the Anzio 
region, and action rose in tempo 
after the enemy carefully probed 
Allied lines for weak points. 

Crowded into an area about 30 
miles long and 12 miles inland, Al- 
lied forces swung into the attacking 
enemy at close quarters, while their 
air forces roamed over German po- 
sitions and communication lines, 
blasting troop concentrations and 
supply deliveries. 


MEAT PRODUCTION: 
Record Levels 


Keeping well in line with govern- 
ment predictions of record meat 
production for 1944, January slaugh- 
ter of hogs, cattle and sheep set 
all-time marks for the month. 

Partly because of liquidations due 
to concern over the overall feed 
situation for the year, 1,141,081 cat- 
tle were butchered in January, along 
with 17,839,352 hogs and 1,932,987 
sheep. . 

Although the government estimat- 
ed that meat production would rise 
8 per cent in 1944 to a record 25,- 
000,000,000 pounds, civilian alloca- 
tions were set at the 1943 level of 131 
pounds of meat per person for the 
year, with the services, lend-lease 
and other U. S. agencies obtaining 
the increased output. Only if the 
latters’ needs were cut, could civil- 
ians expect more meat, it was said. 


DEMOBILIZATION: 


Congressional Plan 


Adequate financing of industry to 
switch to civilian production, and 
orderly disposal of war material to 
prevent upsetting the markets, were 
proposed by the senate’s economic 
policy and planning committee for 
postwar America. 


The committee’s recommenda- 
tions were embodied in a bill spon- 
sored by Senators George (Ga.) and 
Murray (Mont.), calling for govern- 
ment purchase of all raw materials 
or processed goods or extension of 
advances, partial payments or loans 
upon contract cancellations. 

Regarding the nation’s $15,000,- 
000,000 investment in war plants, 
the committee proposed their sale 
to private interests, but not if their 
use should over-expand production, 
The number of aircraft, aluminum, 
rubber, magnesium, ship, steel and 
pipeline plants retained for postwar 
defense output should depend upon 
the scope of such a program, the 
committee declared. 

Precaution should be taken against 
flooding the markets with war goods 
and depressing prices and produc- 
tion generally, the committee said, 
and opportunity should be sought to 
sell such material abroad, Organi- 
zation ‘of a demobilization board to 
carry out the program was recom- 
mended, 


TOKENS: More ration tokens will 
be needed than was at first thought, 
OPA officials indicate. About 2,000,- 
000,000 tokens should be ready for 
release February 27, and the OPA 
is having another 200,000,000 made 
as areserve, This supply may be in- 
creased to 800,000,000, it was said. A 
larger token, about the size of a 
quarter, with a value of five points, 
is being considered, 


SS 


CIVILIAN TIRES: 
More Later 


Because requirements for mill- 
tary, bus and truck tires are ex- 
pected to lessen later in the year, 
Rubber Director Bradley Dewey 
predicted an increase in supply for 
civilians after July 1, 

Because of the restrictions on driv- 
ing through gas rationing and the 
greater care being given to tires, 
the expected total supply of 18 or 24 
million tires for 1944 should be suf: 
ficient to meet essential needs, Dew- 
ey said, Overall production for the 
year. however, is 6,000,000 below 
earlier estimates, 

Although the synthetic rubber pro- 
gram utilizing alcohol and petroleum 
should hit peak production at a rate 
of 1,000,000 tons annually by August, 
the shortages of manufacturing 
equipment and high tenacity rayon 
cord for heavy duty tires is slowing 
up the whole tire program, Dewey 
said, 

Up to July 1, there will be a 
monthly production of 1,000,000 tires, 
with 750,000 available for rationing 
and 250,000 kept in reserve, Dewey 
reported, 


RUSSIA: 
Reduce Threat 


Russian forces whittled down the 
Germans’ tochold in athe lower 
Ukraine and sought to remove the 
threat of an enemy encirclement 
drive in that sector in major action 
along the 800-mile eastern front. 

Stiffening German defenses slowed 
the Reds’ push in the Baltic, with 
the enemy bitterly holding the 
threshold into Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, Chewing deeply into 
Nazi lines before these states, how- 
ever, the Russ forced the Germans 
to withdraw in many places to pre- 
vent entrapment from the rear, 

Down at the southern end of the 
long front, strong Russian forces 
were beating the Germans back 
from the lower Ukraine, where they 
have been holding a long lick of ter- 
ritory at the back of the Red armies 
surging into prewar Poland. By 
rolling up the Nazi lines here, the 
Russ were removing the threat of a 
possible German thrust at the rear 
of General Vatutin'’s armies. 


RECONSTRUCTION: 
Lumber Needed 


Some idea of the tremendous de- 
mand for lumber for postwar recon- 
Struction can be obtained from 
Great Britain’s inquiries for 5,000,- 
000,000 board feet in the first year 
after the war for rebuilding dam- 
aged towns, Dr. Wilson Compton of 
the National Lumber Manufacturers 
association told the fifty-fourth an- 
nual convention of the Illinois Lum- 
ber and Material Dealers associa- 
tion. Normally, Britain buys 250,- 
000,000 board feet yearly. 

Although only 7,000,000,000 board 
feet of lumber are to be allocated 
for civilian use in 1944 for farm con- 
struction, war housing and repair 
and maintenance work, the supply 
may be cut still further by increased 
demands for boxing, crating and 
dunnage. 

Each soldier requires 300 feet of 

lumber for packaging and other sim- 
ilar uses when shipped overseas, Dr. 
Compton said, and an additional 50 
feet a month for supplies. 
+ Exploiting war conditions by un- 
scrupulously upgrading lumber is in- 
jurious to the whole trade in the 
long run, Dr. Compton said. 


STRIKES: 
Up in’43 
Although 3,750 strikes were staged 
in 1943 involving 1,900,000 workers, 
their short duration resulted in only 
a loss of .07 of working time, the 
U. S. labor department reported. 
Nevertheless, strikers were out an 
average of 7.1 days in 1943, com- 
pared with 5 days in 1942, when

there were 2,968 walkouts. In 1941, 
each striker lost 9.8 days, and 4,288 
walkouts were staged. In the pre- 
war year 1939, the average striker 
stayed out 15.2 days. 

In 1943, four coal strikes involy- 
ing 400,000 miners resulted in 8,500,- 
000 idle man days, or an average 
of 20 days per worker. 

About 20,000 industrial disputes 
were settled by U. S. agencies in 
1943 without work stoppages, 16,000 
by the department of labor, and 
3,955 by the War Labor board. 


SOLES 

A new oil-treating process that 
makes leather soles last 25 to 50 
per cent longer may soon be em- 
ployed in manufacture of all civil- 
ian shoes. The army has required 
oil-treatment of its footgear since 
early in 1943. 

Proponents of the process point 
out that treated shoes, by lasting 
longer, would ease the shortage in 
the new shoe supply. It is estimated 
that 180,000,000 pairs with oil-treated 
soles would give as much service 
as 250,000,000 untreated pairs.

to wake up, to discard com- 
placenecy and the old Magi- 
notline attitude about the 
impregnability of the Amer- 
ican home, coming to real- 
ize that on the juvenile 
front, as in war, a vigorous 
offensive to counteract bad 
influence was the best de- 
fense against them. 

“It is high time,’ Miss 
Dunn said. ‘There is in ev- 
idence today a tendency on 
the part of many adults to 
‘shake off the shackles of 
parenthood,’ which is a big: 
factor in juvenile delin- 
quency. There has been a 
marked increase in neglect 
and desertion of children, 
lack of parental 
control, During the last fis- 
‘al year, the number of chil- 
dren who became wards of 
the State for lack of proper 
guardians showed a four- 
fold increase over the year 
before—from 30 to 118.” 

Miss Dunn cited a few 
adults 
falling down on the job. 4 


young couple recently came 


into her office, wanting to 
give their baby to the State. 
Reason, the wife wished to 
follow her soldier husband 
from camp to camp and the 
baby would be a “nuisance.” 
Does this impress you as 


something abnormal?” Miss 


Dunn asked. ‘“‘Well—I can 
cite similar cases by the 
dozen.

vices, the youngster had 
previously trespassed on 
nearby property, so _ his 


working mother hit on the 
ingenious device of leaving 
him ‘tied up like a calf’ dur- 
ing her working hours.” 
Another exhibit was the 
case of an Alabamian who 
at the tender age of eight 
procured a loaded pistol 
and held up a trainmaster. 
The community was swept 
with a wave of virtuous in- 


dignation at this brazen 
criminal, and was all for 


giving him the bum’s rush 
to a ‘reform’ school hntil the 
parents came forward, took 
the blame on themselves 
and asked for another 
chance, which was granted. 

General factors contrib- 
uting to delinquency were 
listed by Miss Dunn as in- 
cluding breaking up of the 
home due to men going to 
war; migration of families 
to crowded and abnormal 
working conditions, and the 
ease with which children 
can make money today. “It 
looks like we just ‘can’t 
take’ flush times,’”’ she com- 
mented, pointing out that 
the boom era of around 
1928 saw a delinquency rise 
which fell off during the 
depreession era. 

Miss Dunn is strong for 
the home as the unit of child 
responsibility. ‘‘Parents need 
to reappraise their duties 
and responsibilities to rec- 
ognize that as they are dis- 
turbed by the stress and 
strain of war times, this dis- 
turbance is inevitably re- 
flected in their children,’ 
she said. ‘If mothers must 
work, they should first see 
to it that provision is made 
for their children in day cen- 
ters, nursery schools or else- 
where. The community 
should back up the home, 
beset as it is by wartime 
problems, with a _ definite 
program to divert the ener- 
gies and interest of young- 
sters into proper and useful 


channels with churches, 
schools and civic groups co- 
operating. 


“In the last 60 days there 
have been heartening indi- 
cations of community action 
from all over Alabama, re- 
sulting from an awakened 
sense of community respons- 
ibility to boys and girls who 
are growing up under ab- 
normal conditio ns. . The re- 
cently established Youth 
Club at Montgomery is a 
noteworthy example of ac- 
tion along the right lines.” 

Miss Dunn stressed the 
importance of adequate rec- 
reational facilities; indeed, 
if it were not for the fact 
that the expression is com- 
monly used in a derogatory 
sense, it might be said that 
she “harped” on the value 
of recreation in — building 
better citizenship.
